— Under  the  headline,  "Too  Late  for  the  Peace  Process"  Mubarak  A1 
Hajri  wrote  in  Arabic  daily  A1  Rai,  (07/29): 

"President  Bush  is  going  back  to  his  old  broken  record  that  calls 
for  the  creation  of  the  Palestinian  state...  But  the  Palestinian 
people  have  gone  through  their  worst  times  during  this  president's 
term.  Bush  has  given  Israel  the  green  light  to  do  as  it  pleases  with 
no  need  to  be  accountable  for  its  actions.  Hamas  won  the  elections 
by  popular  support,  but  the  White  House  rejected  the  results.  This 
is  a clear  indication  that  Washington  does  not  believe  in  democracy 
if  it  clashes  with  its  own  interests."

Al-Mansour  headlined,  "For  How  Long  will  Military  Agreements 
Continue  to  Be  Secret"  (07/29): 

"The  security  agreement  between  Kuwait  and  the  U.S.  is  so  secret 
that  not  even  MPs  who  represent  the  Kuwaiti  people  are  privy  to  its 
content.  The  people  of  this  country  recognize  that  this  enormous 
logistical  expenditure  that  Kuwait  offers  to  the  United  States  comes 
at  the  expense  of  Kuwait's  infrastructure,  security  and 
sovereignty...  Bilateral  exchanges  with  superpowers  are  necessary. 
However,  blind  submission  without  any  consideration  to  cost  and 
interests  should  be  rejected. " 

— Pro-government  Al-  Seyassah  published  an  opinion  by  former  Shiite 
Member  if  Parliament  Hussein  Al-Qallaf,  headlined,  "The  Formula" 
(07/30)  : 

"The  Israeli-Palestinian  peace  process  is  a broken  record  and  a 
diabolical  lie  that  will  not  deceive  any  Arab  or  Muslim  with  a 
modicum  of  understanding."

We  look  forward  to  the  day  that  the  government  announces  that  Kuwait 
is  free  from  polio,  AIDS,  Bird  Flu,  and  trafficking  in  persons." 


--  An  Op-Ed  headline,  "Arab  Moderation  Is  the  Palestinians'  Only 
Hope,"  by  Chairman  of  the  Diplomacy  Centre  for  Research,  Dr. 
Abdullah  Bshara  in  the  daily  conservative  A1  Watan  concluded, 
(07/30): 

"The  meetings  that  will  take  place  in  Cairo  this  week  with  U.S. 
Secretary  of  State  Condoleezza  Rice  and  officials  from  the  region 
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represent  an  historic  opportunity.  Negotiations  must  be  pushed 
forward  to  find  acceptable  solutions  to  the  Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict.
